The 
text of Gray’s proposals to 
council was not available at 
press time. 


LeMoyne received that 
training from the Military 
Police Corps. He has held 
positions similar to his cur- 
rent C.R.O portfolio before. 

When _=_ asked what he 
thought was the single big- 
gest mistake made in the 
November by-elections, Le 
Moyne was adamant in main- 
taining that it was a ‘‘lack 
of security because of the 
C.R.O’s unfamiliarity with 
it’’. He explained, ‘‘While 
I was following the last by- 
elections I observed several 
pit-falls open to the C.R.O’’. 
LeMoyne feels that some of 
the new election by-laws 
passed by the E.S.A. on Sa- 
turday are going to be of 
great advantage in keeping 
the elections cleaner.

Merger stresses 


eve education 


On Tuesday, February 
20th, Dr. John O’Brien, 
principal and svice- 


chancellor of Sir George 
Williams University, made 
a speech to the Montreal 
Rotary Club to give the pu- 
blic agreater under--stand- 
ing of the university mer- 
ger. 

O’Brien’s speech, which 
he read from a prepared 14- 
page document, was entitled 
‘Sir George Williams and 
Loyola -- Their Fusion and 
the Future’’. He opened his 
address by stating that the 
public ‘‘may be wondering 
whether it (the merger) is 
ever going, tohappen. Where 
then, does the matter really 
stand? The answer, is it’s 
almost here.’’ O’Brien went 
on to state the merger has 
actually been agreed to in 
principle and what remains 
to be done is the construc- 
tion of a‘‘legal framework’’. 

The principal settled one 
hazy point emphatically by 
telling the Rotary Club that 
‘“‘when classes begin again 
next September, there will 
be a single university in o- 
peration.’’ He went on, ‘‘we 
will continue to use the two 
campuses; this is a corner- 
stone ofthe agreement’’, and 
that ‘‘we will certainly be 
studying the most desirable 
utilization of the two loca- 
tions and their many faci- 
lities*’. 

O’Brien went into some 
detail concerning the actual 
set-up of the various facul- 
ties, outlining the plan that 
he feels ‘‘represents a rea- 


sonable solution to a thorny 
problem’’. He stated that 
evening operations ‘‘will 
certainly continue as one 
of our leading characteris- 
tics in the future’’ be- 
cause. of the predominance 
that evening education has 
in both current institutions. 

After describing at some 
lenghs the entire structure 
that the two universities are 
working on, O’Brien went 
on to explain the position 
that the mammoth univer- 
sity would have in the ‘‘Que- 
bec system of higher edu- 
cation’’. ‘*The two institu- 
tions have grown more si- 
milar in their role over the 
past decade’’, O’Brien said 
and the role of Sir George 
has always been ‘‘the provi- 
sion of undergraduate e-— 
ducation to students from a 
wide variety of back- 
grounds’’, although the 
Principal did remark. that 
‘‘in recent years we have 
embarked on a _ stage by 
stage program of graduate 
course development’’. 

Again referring to evening 
education, O’Brien stated 
that Sir George ‘‘can Fairly 
claim to be the leading Ca- 
nadian university in the of- 
fering of evening credit pro- 
grams’’. 

Throughout the speech 
O’Brien harped on. the 
importance of evening and 
part-time education. He ex- 
plained that ‘‘the need for 
continuing education is in- 
creasingly recognized’’ and 
that other institutions were 
beginning to accept this fact.

For Mike Hickey, Februa- 
ry 23 was not a memorable 
day. On that day the Sir 
George Williams University 
basketball Georgians were 
playing in the Q.U.A.A. bas- 
ketball semi-finals for the 
second year ina row. For 
the second year ina row, they 
lost that game. That could 
be called consistency. 

But this year, in the semi- 
final game, Mike Hickey 
played a good game. Which 
is rare with Mike because he 
rarely plays goodgames. His 
contribution to the basketball 
team has always’ ranged 
somewhere between above 
average to outstanding. 

That, too, could be called 
consistency. 

Do you want to know how 
much the big, friendly red- 
head has meant to the Geor- 
gians over the last two sea- 
sons? The answer can be 
found even in that performan- 
ze that Hickey put on in the 
semi-finals last Friday. It 
vas 31-17 at the 11:00 mi- 
1ute mark of the first half, 
rou see, and the Georgians 
vere losing despite an incre- 
lible performance from Tom 
3rethel. Mike Hickey has not 
‘scored a point yet. Then 
‘something stirs inthe big guy 
vecause suddenly he’s dri- 
ring along that baseline of his. 
\{nd, at 12:40, he finally tal- 
ies that elusive first point. 
['wenty seconds later, Hickey 
scores again. Moments later 
the redhead moves with de- 
zeptive speed to set up Tom 
Brethel with a glittering as- 
sist. Hickey is moving. He 
has momentum. And what 
happens? The Bishops lead 
dwindles until, at 18:25, Mike 
Hickey scores the two points 
that send Sir George into the 
first lead that they have held 
all evening. Hickey made it 
38-37 and the Georgians roll 
to a 44-39 halftime lead. 
Want to hee something that 
is more than coincidence? 
Since Hickey’s first basket 
of the game until the half- 
time buzzer the Georgians 
followed the redhead to a 27-8 
nine-minute rout of Bishops 
thatpushed Sir George into a 
lead that they should have 
held. 

That last ten minutes ofthe 
first half was indicative of 
the tower of strength that 
Mike Hickey has been on the 
basketball court for two 
years. 

But what it didn’t indicate 
was the other dimension of 
Mike Hickey. The big red- 
head has been an ambassador 
of Sir George basketball.

That is not a detraction 
from others. It is in itself 
a true and solid tribute to 
the character and performer 
that Hickey has been. 

Sir George is not losing 
a great ball player. 

It’s losing a friend. 
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It is a very special type 
of athlete who can take a 
team which is firmly mired 
in the cellar of its league 
and launch it on a flight 
to success. Tom Brethel is 
just such an individual. It 
was in early September, two 
years ago that Tommy ar- 
rived at Montreal in- 
ternational Airport with his 
buddy Mike and almost im- 
mediately the Georgian bas- 
ketball campaign rocketed 
into orbit. All around the 
league the established clubs 
watched with horros as the 
little general and his band 
of rejuvenated basketballers 
upset the league and battled 
their way into a playoff po- 
sition. 

Every team that encoun- 
tered the Georgians handled 
the ‘sky-pilot’ with respect 
often double teaming him. 
Tommy finished out his first 
year at Sir George with an 
impressive 26.2 points per 
game, second only to Jim 
Guild of MacDonald. Dr. T. 
turned out to be the right 
medicine for’ the ailing 
Georgians as inanextreme- 
ly short time he turned a 
group of average talented 
players into a well-preci- 
sioned machine capable of 
exploding at any time and 
upsetting the league leaders. 
Tom’s. skills weren’t con- 
fined to the art of scoring.

gue championship. Again his 
efforts were foiled but the 
performance put onby Tom- 
my and his team was out- 
standing almost phenomena! 
considering the odds stack- 
ed against them. Reaching 
the semi-finals by virtue 
of a second place finish 
was no accident but losing 
to Bishops in the first round 
of the playoffs was a harsh 
blow. 

Tommy played his heart 
out although hampered by 
the flu his performance was 
outstanding as he gasped 
for. breath. His 32 points 
just weren’t enough to hold 
off Bishops.

The cheer came into 
being last year-long with 
a shy unassuming hockey 
player out of the indus- 
trial leagues. Mark Shew- 
chuck rapidly won the 
hearts of the Georgian sup- 
porters as he set out on 
a scoring rampage while 
he helped his team to a 
national playoff berth. It 
was amazin’ Mark digging 
in the corner setting up 
the chain of passes lead- 
ing to Cuttini’s overtime 
goal edging for Loyola the 
Quebec Championship. 

Next came the announce- 
ment last year that half 
of the Georgian talent was 
turning pro and of course 
Mark was amongst the gra- 
duates to professional 
ranks. Unfortunately for 
Mark things didn’t work out 
with the Quebec Nordiques. 
and when they tried to send 
him off to an eastern A- 
merican club, Mark had 
to make a big. decision 
choosing Sir George over 
the farm club and the jui- 
cy $40 000 2 year contract 
which went with it. 

Shewchuk’s return toSir 
George added credibility 
to the Georgians bid for 
national honours. He was 
still the silent shy leader 
of the Georgians, but now 
he could contribute a great 
deal of experience to the 
rookie-laden squad. 

This season Mark play- 
ed outstanding hockey ser- 
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ving as right-winger on the 
Moore line. His work in 
the corners was respected 
by all the nlayers in the 
Q.U.A.A. When all of the 
stars in the Q.U.A.A. had 
gathered at the Forum to 
practice for the All-Star 
match, the majority of 
them informed the Geor- 
gian trainers that they fea- 
red Mark in the corners. 
Truly a great tribute to 
Sooch’s ability. 

Naturally when it came 
time to pick All--Stars to 
play the Russians in De- 
cember andagain last week 
for the Junior All--Star 
game, Mark’s name ‘was 
at the top of the list. A- 
gainst the Russians he kept 
the large crowd at the 
Forum on the edges of their 
seats as ne crulsedaround 
the rink intimidating Rus- 
sians and playing ex- 
ceptional hockey. 

When the game wound 
up in a 3--3 tie, his name 
was etched in everyone’s 
minds along with Larry 
Robinson, who has since 
moved up to the Canadians. 
During the Chistmas 
break he _ travelled to 
Kingston to play against 
the Czechs and the Swedes 
where he scored a goal 
and assisted on another. 
In his final game of this 
season Mark earnedanas-

was the most impressive 
line in the early going 
due largely to the hustling 
which Mark did in the cor- 
ners. Then came _ the 
dreadful 4:30 minute ofthe 
first period when Shewchuk 
tripped on something on 
the ice and tumbled awk- 
wardly into the boards be- 
hind the Junior’s net with 
a pair of Junior All-Stars 








on top of him. Mark 
was left writhing in agony 
unable to put any pressure 
on his leg while he was 
being carried off the ice. 

The injury came as a 
shock to the Georgian fans 
as the idea slowly sunk 
in that No. 14 in the Q.- 
U.A.A. All-Star uniform 


was the invincible Mark 


Shewchuk. The toughest 
guy in the Q.U.A.A. and 
the leader of the Georgians 
carried off in an exhibition 
game. Someone in the au- 
dience predicted that even 
if the leg was broken Mark 
would be back for the third 
period. 

During his ride to the 
hospital with trainer Gary 
Cummings and his subse- 
quent two hour wait for 
X-rays and an Orthopedist 
Shewchuk showed great 
strength. of character. His 
main concern was the 
hockey game which he had 
left in agony. His thoughts 
were that if the college 
team managed to beat the 
Juniors he would have been 
disappointed because he 
wasn’t there. If the Colle- 
ge All-Stars lost, as they 
eventually did, he figured 
he might have made some 
difference, maybe atie. 

Here was a guy who had 
just found out that his left 
leg had been broken in four 
places between his 
knee and his ankle. He 
expressed no disappoint- 
ment that his hockey 
career had been threate- 
ned and his advance to 
the pros would have to 
wait for another year. The 
only future he discussed 
Tuesday night at the hos- 
pital was returning to Sir 
George and having a hell 
of a hockey team again 
next year.

When it was announced 
that Mark had broken his 
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leg at the Sports Forum 
and that a telegram was 
being sent to him everyone 
in the auditorium began 
searching for change to add 
their names to the list. 
It was heartwarming to see 
that so many people reco- 
gnized Shewchuk’s name 
and honoured him this way. 

The road to winning the 
nationals will be much 
tougher for the Georgians 
now that Mark isn’t around 
to carry his king sized 
share of the load.

Sir George’s 1972-73 var- 
sity basketball season flu to 
a disappointing close on Fri- 
day night when the Bishop’s 
Gaiters edged the Garnetand 
Gold cagers 87-79 in QUAA 
semi-final playoff action at 
the Loyola gym. The game 
began with a very bad break 
for the Georgians when ace 
rebounder Terry O’Brien 
twisted his ankle during the 
first minute of play. 

This mishap spelled disas- 
ter for the Georgians’ noto- 
riously weak rebounding, and 
the loss of O’Brien became 
an especially important fac- 
tor during the later stages of 
the contest. 

Garth Smith’s’' Gaiters 
jumped off to a 13 point 
lead in the first quarter, on 
some machine-gun shooting 
by Mare Gagnon, Bruce 
‘Suitcase’ Stevenson, and 
Jim Ivy. Tom Brethel’s dri- 
ving and outside shooting we- 
re the backbone of the Geor- 
gian offence, but the Doctor 
also joined the fray on the 
defensive backboards to snag 
numerous rebounds. With 
9 minutes remaining in the 
first half, the Georgians 
started pressing the Gaiters 
very effectively, Bishop’s
